FIERY COLLISION 
BLAMED ON MIXUP 


NEW YORK (A P) — Twelve 
seam en still were missing F ri­ 
day in the wake of a fiery New 
York H arbor collision that sent 
two tankers and two tugboats up 
in 
naphtha fed 
flames. 
The 
Coast Guard listed the known 
dead at 20. 
Seventy-one 
survivors 
were 
accounted for in the port’s worst 
disaster in six years, which ap­ 
parently stem m ed from a mix- 
up in ship signals. 
The Port of New York Author­ 
ity said that last month it asked 
Congress for money to widen

CLVE February afternoon in 1950 Michael 
Dobson, assistant foreman at the Reli­ 
ance Colliery, entered the elevator to check 
on his men down in the coal mine. It was a 
routine check. Near the end of his rounds, 
500 feet down, he suddenly halted. 
Up a 
slope' toward a pitch chamber gleamed a 
headlamp. 
But it was not moving! 
“Hey, up there!”' he yelled. 
The lead- 
light did not stir. 
As he .raced toward it, his safety lamp 
snuffed out. Methane gas!—the deadly black 
breath of sudden death underground! 
He went back, snrked in a great 
breath of air and returned to find an un* 
conscious miner half-buried under tons 
of powdered coal. Between gulps of fresh 
air Dobson returned and dug furiously to 
free the miner. 
Staggering, half conscious he freed the 
man and dragged him to safety. 
When the 
U.S. Bureau of Mines offered. Dobson a medal 
for his heroic deed, he refused, saying': “ 1 
can’t take credit for saving my own sour*'

And fathers make many .sacrifices for 
their children for which they never take 
credit! 
In fact a father seldom receives 
credit for many of his efforts in the home 
because they are taken as a matter of course. 
His hurts and wounds are all in the line of 
duty! 
Deborah, six years old, was fully prepared 
for her father when he returned home one 
evening. “ Smile, Daddy,” she said, “ and 
keep smiling while I tell you something . . . 
I broke the screen door this morning!” 
And fathers have to smile and keep smil­ 
ing in the face of many broken hopes and. 
plans! 
But he gets used to it,. Only a father 
can manage to look, dignified while buying 
a pair of shoe*, at the sam e time he is ignor­ 
ing a hole in his sock:! 
Tliis neglected creature we call father is 
often classified as dead wood! 
A little girl asked her mother, “if God 
gives us our daily bread and Santa Clans 
brings the presents and the stork brings 
the babies, then what’s the use of having 
Papa hanging around?” 
About the only time a father assumes 
any importance in the home is when the bilis 
come due! A “C.O.D.” package in any home 
usually means “Call On Dad!” Father played 
possum while his youngsters tried their best 
to rouse him from a Sunday afternoon nap 
to-take them: for a promised walk. 
Finally 
his five-year-old daughter pried open, one of 
his eyelids, peered carefully, then reported: 
“He’s still in there!’'''

And somehow father is always there when 
he is needed! Most families operate on the 
idea that what was good enough for father is 
not good enough for the children! But if 
mothers are the heart of the home a father 
is its life blood! 
Years ago a small boy badly burned 
when he fell in a fire at a picnic was 
rushed to the hospital. There, physicians 
took strips of living flesh from the fath­ 
er’s body and grafted it on the child’s. 
'Often thereafter the father, in speaking 
of his son now in college, would refer to 
him 
proudly as “my own. flesh and 
Mood!” 
But. it is not flesh and blood but the 
heart that makes men fathers! 
No father 
should regret that he cannot leave to his son 
a big estate, for he can bequeath to his 
children an estate worth infinitely more. He 
can leave a good name and the record of an 
honorable life. He can teach his son to have 
a thirst for wisdom, a willingness to work 
and a deep reverence for character. If any 
young man has this, he will not greatly need 
a legacy of money. If he does not have this, 
no money left him will do him much good! 
A little boy said to a friend: “We have 
such good fun with my daddy that I wish 
I had known him sooner!”

Indonesia Will Rely 
On Support of US 
By T. JEFF WILLIAMS 
AP Indonesia Observer 
Bankrupt but potentially rich, 
Indonesia will rely heavily on 
the United States for financial 
and technical aid in the next 
few years. 
This was disclosed. Friday In 
an interview with Foreign. Min­ 
ister Adam Malik, a new' voice 
of moderation in. a civilian-mili­ 
tary regime that is trying to 
undo the sins of the past pro- 
Communist government. 
The mood in this huge island- 
chain nation marks a turn away 
from the face slapping Indone­ 
sia repeatedly handed the Unit­ 
ed States in recent years. 
The slender foreign minister 
stressed that Indonesia did not 
want billions of dollars dropped 
in its lap from the rich United 
States. 
“ We have no way to use so 
much money all at once at this 
time.,’'* he said. 
In addition, to guided financial, 
assistance, 
which 
Indonesia’s 
strangled economy badly needs, 
Malik 
asked that the United 
States understand its new pro­ 
gram of stabilization. 
He asked that help be given 
by Washington on rescheduling, 
or delaying, repayment of debts 
owed by Indonesia to the United 
States and other countries. In­ 
donesia was some $2 4 billion in 
foreign debts. 
Indonesia 
owes 
the 
United 
States about $174 4 million, third 
largest creditor behind, the So­ 
viet, Union and Japan. 
“If you want to help this coun­ 
try, don't give away money like 
that,” Malik said, snapping: his 
lingers. 
He asked that instead, more 
understanding of what Indone­ 
sia is attempting to achieve in 
its own way should be attempt­ 
ed by foreign nations. 
In addition to delaying pay­ 
ment of debts, Malik said he 
hoped the United States would 
be willing to provide food and 
spare 
machinery 
parts. 
The 
United States already has con­ 
tracted to sell Indonesia 50,000 
toes of rice valued, at mure 
than .$8 million.

would ask the United. States to 
bring back its Agency for Inter­

Embassy 
sources have indicated this may 
be approved. 
Despite the criticism and vio­ 
lence directed against the Unit­ 
ed States during the heyday of 
the Indonesian Communist par­ 
ty, America has continued to 
maintain working relations with 
Indonesia. It is the world’s fifth 
largest nation, with 105 millón 
people, and is perhaps the rich­ 
est nation in Asia in natural re­ 
sources. 
American interests here were 
once heavy, particularly in oil 
and rubber. But as the Commu­ 
nist 
influence 
mounted., 
the 
American 
position 
decreased. 
Oil firms sold out or were taken 
over, as were the rubber planta­ 
tions. This caused a falling off 
in 
revenue from 
these 
mam 
sources. This, plus the costly
